Italian Admiral Has to Have More 
Men to. Cope With 
Insurgents. 

London, March 29. — A dispatch to the 
Times from Athens says that when it he- 
came known on Saturday afternoon that 
Crown 1'riuce Constantine would leave 
the city in the evening for the Greek 
camp at Larissa to take command of the 
Greek armies in the field, a large crowd 
gathered on Constitution square, adjoin- 
ing the palace. 

As the evening approached the crowd 
increased to a multitude, and the streets 
adjoining were tilled with an excited 
throng, cheering, singing patriotic songs 
and tiring revolvers. Tho populace 
shouted, "For union and war," and 
cheered continually for the Crown Prince 
and the army. 

A dispatch from AthenH states that 
tho ministers of tho powers held a con- 
ference to-day and, it is stated, drew np 
the terms of a collective note to the 
Greek government, requesting that the 
Greek troopB be recalled from the fron 
tier. It is understood that a similar 
note will be presented to tho Porte, and 
that if either power refuses its principal 
ports will be blockaded. 

The Daily Graphic understands that 
tho British proposal to Greece and Tur- 
key to withdraw their armies from the 
frontier actually originated at Athens 
The Turks now occupy all the spaces in 
the mountains and tiio best strategical 
positions. According to the Daily 
Graphic, the GreekB proposed a simul- 
taneous withdrawal in order to be able to 
capture these positions by a rush attack 
ufter making a feint of compliance. 

A dispatch to the Times from Canea 
Bays that one of the correspondents of 
that newspaper, who was present during 
the fighting at Malaxa, was captured by 
the Ovetans and held as a spy. He pro- 
bably would have been shot but for the 
opportune arrival of an American jour- 
nalist and the insurgent leader Manos, 
an old Oxford man, who is at the head 
of a bund of young Cretans whom he 
personally equipped. Manos was the 
first to enter the blockhouse when the 
Turks evacuated it, and he prevailed on 
the insurgents to spare tho lives of forty- 
three Turkish prisoners. 

There is some danger of a Mohammed- 
an uprising in the district on account of 
the scarcity of food. 

The Daily Mail's correspondent says 
to-day that Admiral Canaviro, command- 
ing tho international fleet in Cretan 
waters, has wired to the Italian govern- 
ment to send immediately a largo land 
force, which is imperatively necessary to 
cope with the Cretan insurgents. The 
admiral, it is understood, asserts that 
conditions in the interior of the island 
are so terrible as the result of famine 
that even thelepers are leaving the lazar 
house ; the inhabitants are panic stricken 
and the dead lie by the roadside un- 
buried.

London, March 2',). — Tho Lord Mayor 
of Dublin in full robes of office attended 
the bar of the House of Commons tc-day 
in order to present a petition praying 
the Commons to take into consideration 
ttie financial relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland, and to redress the 
Btate of affairs whereby Ireland is over- 
taxed. 

Mr. Edward Blake, Irish Nationalist 
member tor the south division of Long- 
ford, called attention to tho report of the 
royal commission on the financial 
reiations of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and moved that it had established 
the existence of an undue burden 
of taxation upon Ireland, constituting a 
great grievance and making it the duty 
of the government to propose remedial 
egislatiou at an early day. Mr. Blake 
spoke of the economic conditions of 
Great Britain and Ireland, and said Bri- 
tish rule had advanced the former but 
uul failed to prosper Ireland. In con- 
tusion Mr. Blake protested in behalf of 
the Irish party against the proposed new 
commission to enquire into the financial 
relations existing between Great Britain 
and Ireland. (Irish cheers.) 

Mr. John 15. Redmond, Parrellite 
member ftfi Watuirford city, seconded 
Mr. Blake's motion. In so doing, he 
said Mr. Gladstone was the author of 
a great deal of injtiBtico in connection 
with the taxation of Ireland. He con- 
tended that the government of Ireland 
was wasteful, costing twice as much per 
head aa in England with a Lord Lieuten- 
ant receiving double tho salary of a 
president of the United States. Mr. 
Redmond characterized the proposal to 
appoint anew commission as being "a 
dishonest and cowardly evasion of the 
question."

Ottawa, March 2'.). — [Special) — Tarte 
is bound to make a clean sweep in bis 
department. To-day eighteen employes 
of his department got their marching 
orders, of this numher five were on per- 
manent and thirteen on temporary. 

A caucus of government Bupportors is 
called for Thursday , when, it is under- 
stood, Hon. Mr. Fielding will indicate 
tho main line of the tariff bill. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier informed a deputa- 
tion to-day that the government intend 
to erect a special building for the geolo- 
gical survey specimens in Ottawa. 

Ten Liberal members cave pledges to 
the bishops before the June elections 
that they would support full just ice to 
Manitoba Catholics, viz., Renlret.Muay, 
Brennan, Geoffrion, bod bout, Ether, 
Fitzpatrick, Savard, Talbot and Angiers, 
Mr. Foster will query the government 
as to the expense of operating the isaie 
des Chaleurs railway.

London, March 29.— replying to vari- 
ous questions in the House of Commons 
today, the parliamentary secretary for 
the foreign office, Mr. George N. Curzon, 
said that the best answers to them were 
contained in the despatches from tho 
British admiral in Cretan waters, which 
he read. After reciting the known in- 
cidents of tho attack and capture 
of Malaxa and the evacuation of 
the blockhouse, which the admirals say 
was due to Greek cannon served by- 
Greek troops, being operated against it 
out of Bight of the ships, the dispatches 
continue, owing to the repeated attacks 
of the insurgents, who on Saturday had 
cannon on the outposts commanding 
Canea, the admirals decided it waB 
necesBary to treat the insurgents as 
enemies, and to demand more troops 
from their respective governments be- 
fore long, as in order to effectively pro- 
tect the town in their charge the fur- 
ther advance of the insurgents must be 
stopped. 

Tho greatest alarm prevails in the 
town, where famine and disease are al- 
ready threatening the refugees. Colonel 
Vassos, who is reported to have received 
the admirals' ultimatum, replied by or- 
dering the capture of the blockhouse. 

Under date of Sunday the British ad- 
miral telegraphed : " The insurgents are 
following their successes by developing 
an attack upon a strong enst port held 
by Turks, behind Suda point. 

The general situation in the island ia 
that Col. Vassos has declared open war 
against the great powers. 

While Mr. Curzon wbb reading the ad- 
mirals' despatches Irish members loud- 
ly cheered every reference to the insur- 
gents' successes, and laughed and inter- 
jected " Oh " and "Shame" whenever 
be spoke of repressive measures, which 
were loudly cheered from the ministerial 
side of the house at the close of the read- 
ing. 

Mr. J. Macneaill, anti-Parnellite mem- 
ber for South Donegal, in connection 
with the state tnent that Col. Vassos had 
declared war against the powers, cried: 
" May he succeed." 

Mr. Timothy Healy, member for North 
Louth, exclaimed " Bravo, Vassos.". 

Athens, Marchj29. — At a cabinet meet- 
ing this morning, important resolutions 
were adopted against the contingency o£ 
coercive measures upon the part of the 
powers Rgaiiist Greece. 

Lariksa, March 20.— Crown Prince 
Constantine, the comnninder-in-chief of 
the Greek army in Thessalia, his wife 
Princess Sophia, Prince Nicholas of 
Greece and Princess Mario of Greece ar- 
rived here to-day, The whole garrison 
was under aruiB to receive the Prince 
and his party, the windows were filled 
with spectators and many ladies 
threw flowers in the path ol" 
the princesses.. The Crown Prince 
was welcomed by the superior 
military and nivil authorities, and later 
Prince Constantine, amid enthusiastic 
acclamations of the crowds present, re- 
viewed the troops which were drawn up 
at the railroad station, while the prin- 
cesses proceeded to the cathedral, where 
a Te' Deutn was sung. Then they went 
to the palace, in front of which two bat- 
teries oi artillery and a squadron of cav- 
alry were stationed.

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 
THIRTY-THIRKU DAY. 

Monday. March 29, 1897. 

The Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayer by Rev. "W. D. Barber. 

Mr. Kellie presented a petition from 
the inhabitants of Trail, aakinj; for 
LridgeB, roads and other improvements. 

Mr. Speaker aaid the petition was out 
o£ order aB calling for the expenditure of 
public funds. 

Major Mutter presented the ninth re- 
port of the printing committee, recom- 
mending the printing of certain papers 
already presented to the house. Report 
received. 

Hon. Premier Turner rose to a ques- 
tion of privilege. Ho said: " It is very 
seldom that I rise to a question of privi- 
lege on a personal matter in this house. 
I think, however, I am called upon to do 
80 at the preBent time in reference to an 
item which appears in the Times of Sa- 
turday. That item runs as follows:

Mr. Turner must surely 
have had some strong personal motives 
for asking the house to refuse the peti- 
tion. His sense of public duty would 
never urge him to take such a courBe.' 
Now, sir, in a few words, that is a very 
cruel lie, and what 1 mean by that, sir, 
ib this, that it iB evidently produced 
■with a view to injure me personally. It 
is a false suggestion which is worse than 
a straightforward lie a great deal. It 
throws a doubt in the mind of gentlemen 
away from this province of my straight- 
forward treatment of them, and I call 
that a very cruel lie. (Hear, hear.) I 
may give in a few words the facts. When 
I came into the house on Friday the 
petition had almost all been read. I had 
no idea what the petition was about, but 
I heard the name of Wilkinson." The 
Premier then went on to state that he 
had not the slightest idea that Mr. 
Beaton's name was on the petition at 
the time he objected to it, and if he had 
lenown that his action would have been 
precisely the same. (Hear, hear.) There 
was a regulation that bills must be re- 
ceived by a certain time and he con- 
sidered that if the house had a rule of 
that description they should have the 
courage of their convictions and carry it 
out. (Hear, hear.) Several mem- 
bers . had complained to him of 
the time for private bills being con- 
tinually carried forward. He could quite 
see that there ought to he a time lixed 
and kept for receiving private bills. He 
thought that the whole house should 
join with him in repudiating such a 
suggestion as that put forward — that for 
private spite he had tried to burke that 
especial bill. (Hear, hear.) It was un- 
der the peculiar circumstances a very 
cruel thing to say, and he felt it in- 
tensely. His connection with Mr. 
Beeton had been a long and a cordial 
one, and he deeply regretted that a 
newspaper published here in Victoria 
should have circulated such a lie. It 
was a lie, that was the simpliest way to 
put it. He did not blame the reporter. 
He did not suppose ho had anything to 
do with the matter. What be believed 
was that possibly some individual who 
had, been cruelly disappointed of late, 
and who had been relegated to a position 
he evidently deserved, felt sore and had 
tried to have a thrust at ono whom he 
thought an opponent by endeavoring to 
stir up strife between old and tried friends. 

Further on in the article of which he 
complained was the following: "Mr. 
Speaker Higgina very properly took the 
Premier to task for trying to place the 
responsibility for the delay in transact- 
ing public business on the shoulders of 
those presenting petitions. The Speaker 
painted out that if the business had 
been expeditiously conducted the mem- 
bers could have gone home two weeks 
ago. He pointed out that the legislature 
of Quebec transacted a tremendous 
amount of business in six weeks. The 
Speaker might have gone further. The 
legislatures of Ontario, Manitoba and 
Nova Scotia have been prorogued weeks 
ago, although they were not opened 
until after the opening of the British 
Columbia legislature. The British Col : 
umbia parliament is earning a reputa- 
tion for the ease with which it can 
waste time and do nothing." 

He did not hear the Speaker say what 
was here imputed to him, and he was 
convinced the statement must be wrong, 
lie only heard the Speaker say that he 
thought it was an important bill and 
should pass the bouse. He knew the 
Speaker's dignity, and he felt confident 
1 hat neither he, nor any other speaker, 
would ever try to bulldoze the house 
into passing a bill. (Hear, hear.) As 
to the declaration that the house could 
have completed its business a fortnight 
ago, every gentleman must know that 
that was "absolute nonsense. The writer 
had called up the example of Manitoba. 
That legislature had passed thirty-six 
btatutes. On our order paper there were 
forty private bills alone. The public 
bills were very lengthy ones, and they 
required very careful consideration. He 
felt that the remarks must be inaccur- 
ate. There was, however, no compar- 
ison between tl-°. two provinces. British 
Columbia as compared with Manitoba 
was a new province, and required a great 
deal or legislation. There was ono pub- 
lic bill (the companies bill), now in the 
hands of a special committee, which took 
a vast amount of consideration and dis- 
cussion. They know that bills like that 
could not have been disposed of a fort- 
night ago. He regretted that the Speaker 
had been dogged into these false state- 
ments. (Hear, hear). 

Mr. Speaker said ho mode no refer- 
ence to Manitoba at all. What he Baid 
■was that if they had followed the exam- 
ple of Quebec and had n'"ght sittings be- 
fore, there would bo no complaints of 
this kind becauso they would have fin- 
ished their business before this. 

Dr. Walkem moved for a return of a 
copy of the last Teport of the auditor of 
the' hooka of the land registry ollico, Vic-

reference to the question of the practice 
of Hie Small Debts Act, and the answers 



from the judge of the Small Debts court. 

The resolution carried. 

Mr. Helmcken moved and Mr. Braden 
seconded the following resolution : 

"WhereaB.on the 1st day of April, A.D. 

1896, the government of the Dominion 
of Canada expreseed its willingneess 
(without prejudice to its claim to all 
other reserves in the province of British 
Columbia, and that the title of the land 
which may be accepted as a reserve for 
the Songhees Indians in lieu of their 
present reserve, be conveyed in fee sim- 
ple to the Dominion government) to as- 
sent to the termB of 'the resolution pass- 
ed by the legislative assembly of the 
province of British Columbiaon the 28th 
day of January, 18hG, relative to the re- 
moval of the Songhees tribe of Indians 
from the reserve to some suitable local- 
ity: 

" And whereas, on the 1st day of 
June, A.D. 1890, the government of the 
province of British Columbia expressed 
its willingness to accept the aforesaid 
proposition of the government of the 
Dominion of Canada: 

" And whereas, by an order-in-council 
dated the 23rd day of February, A.D. 

1897, the government of the Dominion of 
Canada desires to insert an additional 
term, viz : 

" 1. The commissioners to select a 
tract of land as a new reserve for the 
Songhees IndianB, and to value such land 
and the land comprised in the present 
reserve, assessing the difference in valu- 
ation, such difference to be made good 
by the province, either by a money pay- 
ment to the Dominion government or 
trustoes for the Indians, or by the allot- 
ing of additional land to the satisfaction 
of the superintendent-general of Indiari 
affairs, it being understood that such 
land as the province may set apart for 
the Indians, will be conveyed in fee 
simple to the Dominion government, and 
that the land comprised in the Songhees 
reserve will rovert to the province," as 
a further condition of acceptance of the 
aforesaid resolution : 

" And whereas, the insistence by the 
Dominion government of such terms as 
so altered will prevent the labors of the 
special commission being entered upon 
for some time, if not altogether, and 
thus do an injustice to the city of "Vic- 
toria, besides causing great uneasiness 
amongst the Indians on the said reserve ; 

" And whereas, it is highly desirable 
that the special commission should com- 
mence its sittings at an early date; 

" Be it therefore resolved, that a re- 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, re- 
questing him inform the government of 
the Dominion of Canada that this house 
does not consider the terms set out in 
the said order-in-council, dated the 23rd 
day of February, A.D. 1897, satisfactory 
or equitable for the settlement of this 
long-pending controversy, nor juBt to 
this province, but approves of the terms 
set forth in the order-in-council of the 
government of the province of British 
Columbia, dated the 15th day of March, 
A.D. 1897, as affording the best means 
for providing a prompt and final settle- 
ment of this important question." 

Mr. Helmcken speaking to the motion 
said that aB one who had taken a great 
interest in the matter, it seemed to him 
that the Dominion government were im- 
posing too burdensome terms upon the 
province to obtain the removal of the 
Songhees Indians from their reserve in 
the city to a more suitable locality. The 
Indians were the people who had to be 
satisfied, and if they were asked as to 
their ideas, ho thought the proposed 
commission would have no difficulty in 
settling the matter. He thought, how- 
ever, that the Dominion government 
were going too far in claiming from the 
province the difference between the 
value of the Indian reserve and the re- 
serve to which the Songhees might be 
removed. 

Hon. Col. Baker was much obliged to 
the hon. gentleman for bringing the 
matter up because, although the gov 
ernment had constantly and persistent 
ly followed up this question for some 
years past, still an expression — and he 
hoped a unanimous expression — from 
the house would no doubt have a great 
deal of weight with the Dominion gov- 
ernment when they came to form a con- 
clusion upon the subject. It might pos- 
sibly be interesting to the house if he 
briefly recited a few points in connec- 
tion with the negotiations. Three years 
ago, when he was in Ottawa, he brought 
ttie matter .before the government of 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell. Sir Mackenzie 
claimed on the part of the Dominjon 
government the fee Bimple of Indian re- 
serves in British Columbia. That was a 
position that he had never heard taken 
before, because there was a judgment in 
a former case which clearly proved that 
the title to the fee simple lay with the 
province and that the lands were mere- 
ly handed over to the Dominion govern- 
ment in trust for the Indians. That 
claim brought up an entirely new ques- 
tion and the matter was submitted to 
the courtB, whose decision was now 
awaited. The circumstances in regard 
to the Songhees reserve was in a 
sense peculiar, because the lands were 
handed over to the Hudson's Bay Co. 
originally by the Indians, then from 
the Hudson's Bay Co. to the province, 
and after confederation they became 
part of the Indian lands of the Domin- 
ion. A Blight confusion had arisen as to 
the first handing over of the lands by 
the Indians to the Hudson's Bay Co., 
but he thought it would turn out that 
the reserve came under the same cir 
cumstances as all the other Indian re- 
serves in the province. If that was so, 
there could be no doubt as to the right 
of the province to the fee simple. As, 
however, it was important that this 
Songhees reserve question should be set- 
tled speedily the government deumed it 
right to waive any question about the fee 
simple and to say simply that if they, in 
joint commission with the Dominion 
government, could come to some ar- 
rangement with the Indians, then Brit- 
ish Columbia would bear all the expense 
of removing the Indians elsewhere and 
givo the Dominion government the fee 
simple to the new reserve, without pre- 
judice to the question now ponding as to 
with whom the fee simple lay. We of 
course would then take possession of the 
reserve. That, he thought, waB 
a very fair proposition and one 
that the Dominion government 
might very well accept. When 
on his last viBit to Ottawa ho was led to 
believe that this view would meet with 
the acceptance of the Dominion govern- 
ernment. It was with considerable sur- 
prise, therefore, that ho received a letter 
the other day pointing out that the Dom- 
inion considered that the proceeds of the 
S. irrhojs'resorvo should bo hold in trust 
f .r the use of the Indians by the Domin- 
ion government,.- If tliey looked into 
this matter they would at once See that 
Continued on page Seven.

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Chureh of England Shaken on Its 
Foundations by Last Week's 
Storm. 



Dominion Government to Be Urged 
to Establish Steamship Lines 
to South. America. 



Vancouveh, March 29.— (Special) — 
Mr. Bird, boatswain of the steamer 
Empress of India, and Miss Hartney, 
teacher of the central school, were 
married on Saturday. Miss Hartney 
has been a resident of Vancouver since 
the early Bchool history of the young 
Terminal Oity. Mr. Bird is aleo well 
known and popular here. 

At the inquest held on Saturday after- 
noon on the remains of L. McCarthy it 
obtained that the accident was caused 
by a Japanese who pulled the rope that 
started the rollers too soon. Owinp; to 
t ho strong local anti-Mongolian fueling 
this evidence caused a mild sensation. 
The jury recommended that responsible 
people be employed about the machinery 
of the mill. 

The coroner's jury in the case of the 
two Indians drowned in the narrows has 
returned a verdict of accidentally 
drowned while under the influence of 
liquor. It came out in evidence that a 
boy named • Timothy Cuinmings, who 
was on the shore when the accident 
happened, rescued the Indians clinging 
to the upturned boat and risked his own 
life to do it. 

A, F. Jury, the Dominion immigration 
agent, ppnke nn Saturday night in the 
markethall, Mayor Tern pleton presiding. 
Mr. Jury explained that what B. C. 
wanted was Belt-sustaining immigrants 
from England. For such a clasB there 
was room in the mining, agricultural 
and lumbering industries. Mr. Jury 
spoke iu favor of public works being 
done by day labor and spoke of the good 
that had been done in Canada by labor 
organizations. 

Capt. Yates left Saturday for Ottawa. 
He will stop at Winnipeg, Hamilton, 
Toronto, Montreal and Brantford to in- 
terest the boards of trade in theao cities 
in a proposition to establish a line of 
steamers between B. C. and Central and 
South America. Westminster, Vancou- 
ver and Victoria have given Capt. Yates 
resolutions for Ottawa favoring this 
scheme. Government aid will be asked

WESTMINSTER. 

Wkstminstek, March 2<J.— (Special)— 
At a special meeting of the board of 
trade resolutions were passed favoring 
the establishment of a line of steamers 
between British Columbia and South 
America, a rebate on lumber exported, 
and the opinion that, no change should 
be made regarding Boundary Bay traps 
by the Fishery department. 

Much damage was done by the late 
blow in Westminster district. At Lang- 
ley the English church and town hall 
foundations shifted. S. Robinson's two 
hams were unroofed, W. Horn's house 
was unroofed, and tour barns were blown 
down owned bv Messrs. T. Moflatt, Geo. 
Trigg, S.Towle and G. Goddard. At 
Mibsion, the Central hotel shifted on its 
foundation and French's building was 
unrooted, while at Somas seven barnB 
were blown down. This news comes 
with surprise to Vancouverites, for in 
Vancouver the wind was comparatively 
mild during the big blow in Westminster 
and Victoria, and no damage directly 
traceable to the wind is reported in that 
city. 

The Timber Commission has adjourn- 
ed for the purpose of making inquiries 
at interior points and will then re-operr. 



THE WIDOW WINS. 

South Vancouver Municipality Have to Pay 
Heavy Damages for the Death of 
W. H. Steves. 

By a judgment delivered yesterday by 
the Chief Justice the motion of the Mu 
nicipality of South Vancouver for a non 
suit has been dismissed and the verdict 
of the jury confirmed giving Mrs. W. H 
Steves $10,000 damages for the death of 
her husband. 

On December 23, 1895, W. H. Steves 
was killed by a falling tree while driving 
along the public road within the South 
Vancouver municipality, the ground 
around the tree having previously been 
excavated by order or permission of the 
municipality. Mrs. Steves accordingly 
brought suit against the Municipality of 
South Vancouver, the trial taking place 
on March 1G and 17 before the Chief Jus- 
tice and a jury. The jury gave a verdict 
for $10,000 damages to Mrs. Steves, 
and the municipality upon motion for 
judgment renewed an application for 
non-suit which had been made at the 
trial, principally on the ground that the 
road work in course of which the excava- 
tion took place, waB conducted under 
contract which limited the contractor in 
taking gravel to a point Eome 15 feet 
from the tree, and that the corporation 
was not liable for the way in which the 
contractor carried out the contract. The 
Chief Justice in his judgment, however, 
held that there was abundant evidence 
that the corporation actively directed the 
work through their superintendent and 
board of works, and, at all events, the 
jury had found that the corporation or 
dered, or permitted the excavation, so 
that concluded thequestion. In view of 
the distinct finding of misfeasance against 
the council, the Chief Justice ordered 
judgment to be entered for $10,000 and 
coBte. Mr. Gordon Hunter for plaintiff; 
Mr, E. 1'. Davis, Q.C., for defendant.

John A. Manly, of Grand Forks, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Manly, arrived here 
yeBterday from Grand Forks, and in the 
evening entertained several friendB at 
dinner at the International hotel. Mr. 
Manley is the vice-president of the Olive 
Mining and Smelting Company, wbich 
held a meeting in Spokane on Wednes- 
day. Judge Shope, of Chicago, is the 
president, and H. W. Treat, of Chicago, 
the secretary and treasurer. The princi- 
pal property of the company is the Vol- 
canic mine, ten miles north of Grand 
Forks on the north fork of Kettle river. 

Mr. Manly said the directors were well 
pleaeed with the reportB of the property 
and resolved to go ahead with its devel- 
opments as soon as the snow goes. Last 
fall a new discovery of an important ore 
body waB made on the property that 
assayed nine per cent, copper, $6 in gold 
and some Bilver. It was decided on Sat- 
urday to sink a shaft on this discovery, 
and also to run a tunnel to tap the vein 
about 300 feet below the Burface. The 
company has already a tunnel 350 feet 
in, and several shafts from 10 to 20 feet 
deep. 

"Just aB soon aa the mine iB a little 
more developed," said Mr. Manly, " the 
company Will put in a smelter." 

Mr. Manly has himself a property 
four miles from Grand Forks called the 
Minnie. It has a four-foot vein of solid 
ore, which averages 20 per cent, in cop- 
per and $10 in gold. At a depth of 50 
feet there ia a large showing of peacock 
copper. Mr. Manly says he will sink 50 
feet further and then crosscut. He is 
now working eight men on the property. 

In a conversation or. Grand Forks, on 
the outlook of which place Mr. Manly is 
somewhat enthusiastic, he said that all 
the properties there showed improve- 
ment and he believed that from 1,000 to 
1,200 men would be at work on the pro- 
perties a-'.joining the townsite during 
the Bummer. Judge Spinks is going to 
let a contract immediately to sink 50 
feet on the Grey Eagle. The Bonita and 
also the Empire are working. Mr. 
Rogers has a tunnel on his claim 180 
feet in, and a large number of the own- 
ers are ready to go ahead aa soon as the 
now melts.— Rossland Miner.

THE OTHER SIDE. 

To the Editor: — I would like to cor- 
rect a report which appeared in the

The report says that Captain 
Balcom had made a contract with tho 
Heequiot Indians at $2 per skin, and 
that afterwards when the good captain 
arrived there with his vessel the Indians 
refused to go out sealing for less than 
per skin. The man of the Tees who 
gave you this information knows noth- 
ing about the matter. The facts of the 
case are that Captain Balcom had made 
no contract whatever with tho Hesqniot 
Indians before the arrival of his vessel, 
and that not a Bingle Indian was signed 
on his articles. But when the 
genial captain met his future crew he 
offered them $3 for the coast 
and two for Behring Sea, besides ten 
dollars bounty, and to complete the bar- 
gain he threw in a hundred dollars — so- 
called bosB money. Next, Captain Bal- 
com gave the Indians only one day to 
reflect and to be on board, which, as every 
sealer knows, ia altogether too Bhort a 
notice for Indians to be prepared to 
leave their families for a two month's 
voyage. When the captain arrived in 
Nootka he told the writer that hia leav- 
ing Hosquist meant $300 in his 
pocket, as in his attempt to Bign a 
crew elsewhere ho would allow nothing 
but three dollars for tho coast and two 
for tho sea without bounty on other 
expenses. The IndiariR are generally 
blamed for all and every kind of trouble, 
but as a rule all the trouble originates 
with the white traders and sealers.

THE PREMIER'S QUESTION OF 
PRIVILEGE. 



LET THERE BE NO 

INTERFERENCE. 

The Times thinks that the disallow- 
ance of the British Columbia Southern 
charter extension would "simplify the 
situation." In thus placing itself on 
record in favor of the proppsed usurpa- 
tion of power by parliament, the Times 
has departed from the record of the party 
with which it pretends to be affiliated. 
Ever since Confederation the Liberals 
have claimed to be champions of provin- 
cial rightc Years ago, when the Hon. 
John Costigan introduced his resolution 
calling for the disallowance of the New 
Brunswick school law, a protest went up 
from the Liberal press over the length 
and breadth of Canada. It will be re- 
called by those who kept track of the 
heated discussion which that resolution 
evoked in the press, that the cry of the 
Liberals of the Maritime provinces was: 
*" No Union without good faith," and 
by good faith what waB meant was 
'.hat parliament should not under- 
fake to interfere with the action 
of the provincial legislators within the 
hcope of their jurisdiction. The position 
then taken was affirmed by the Liberals 
repeatedly at conventions, many resc 
lions having been adopted declaring that 
the provincial legislatures must be con 
sidered as supreme within the powers as 
signed to them, subject only to the exer 
eiae of the royal prerogative of disallow 
:\nce by the Governor-General. Sir John 
Macdonald was too wise to permit his 
government to he put in the wrong on 
the question of interference with provin 
<:ial rights, and the Costigan resolution 
valine to naught. It would no 'doubt 
have greatly "simplified the situation,' 
hut it would have evoked an outburst in 
New Brunswick that could not have 
been bo very easily simplified. 

But it is not necessary to go so far back 
for an example. Tlie Times has surely 
not forgotten the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. It has surely not forgotten the at- 
titude ot its party on that question. It 
would have " simplified the situation" 
if that law had boon disallowed. Why 
did not the Times take that position? 

The Kamloops Liberals seems to have 
forgotten the traditions of their party 
to such an extent that they have passed 
a resolution asking the Governor Gen- 
eral to disallow the act. This is not 
quite as bad as the fnterference of par- 
liament in the matter; but it is bad 
enough. It is certainly a strange state 
of things when we find the erstwhile 
champions of provincial independence 
asking the Governor General to annul 
an act solemnly passed by the legisla- 
ture of this Province. The singular 
thing about it is that the act in question 
was passed by the British Columbia 
legislature unanimously. It is only 
since a few newspapers in Toronto, 
which represent a group of people who 
failed to secure the B. C. Southern 
charter, have raised a clamor against 
this subsidy that we have heard a voice 
raised in this Province for the exorcise 
of the power of disallowance. We do 
not wish to set up in this Province the 
cry of the New Brunswick Lib- 
erals in 1875, which was echoed 
throughout Nova Scotia and On- 
tario, and cry out for " No union 
without good faith," but we do main- 
tain with all the earnestness and sin- 
cerity of which we are capable, that if 
the legislation of this Province is to bo 
Bet aside by parliament because o( the 
clamor of a knot of Toronto speculators, it 
will be necessary to take some steps to 
assert our just rights in the premises. 
This matter passes beyond the hounds of 
pu ty politics. It goes to the very I 



Wk think the sympathy of the whole 
house waB with the Hon. Mr. Turner in 
his remarks on a question of privilege 
yesterday. Mr. Turner has warm polit- 
ical opponents, but it has remained for 
the Times to accuse him of employing 
his official position to give etteet to per- 
sonal spite. There is probably not a 
man who has ever had occasion to meet 
the Premier either in his personal, his 
business or his official capacity, who 
would not acquit him at once of any 
charge of the kind, without his saying 
a word in own defence, but as the charge 
was made in the public press and as the 
name of another gentleman was con- 
nected with it, Mr. Turner could hardly, 
in justice to that gentleman, have al- 
lowed it to pass unnoticed. Ilia re- 
marks were emphatic and to the point, 
and if they were somewhat warmly ex- 
pressed, his indignation was only such 
aB auy gentleman ought to feel in reply- 
ing to such a base insinuation. It is 
greatly to be regretted that men in a 
position to place the inventions of 
their perverted ingenuity before the 
public cannot learn that even the 
heat of political controversy does not 
justiiy the sacrilice of the ordinary 
amenities of decent society. What, then, 
shall we aay of one who deliberately and 
in cold blood wantonly insulted a public 
msn, of whom it can be truly said that, 
whatever his political opponents may 
have Bhown themselves to be, he has 
never failed to treat them as a gentle- 
man should? 

The Premier also felt called upon to 
protest against the views attributed to 
Mr. Speaker by the same paper. In do- 
ing so he pointed out that the allega- 
tions of delay on the part of the govern- 
ment have no foundation in fact. Com- 
paring the work done by other legisla- 
tures with that before the present ses- 
sion, he showed that while last year the 
Manitoba passed only 36 acts and Que- 
bec only a very few more, there are 10 
important private bills before the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature, besides such 
important public measures as tlie Com- 
panies bill, the Water bill, and so on. 
Measures of this nature, which are in a 
sense the foundation stones of the future 
of the Province, must '* be well and truly 
laid." and the government would be 
exceedingly remiss in its duty if it did 
not take all the time necessary for their 
fullest consideration. This clamor about 
delay is wholly without justification and 
is indulged in only by those who do not 
understand the facts of the case, or those 
who, understanding them, are willing to 
gain a little cheap political notoriety by 
misrepresenting them. 



America. In the United States this sort 
of work iB usually done by Italians, 
Hungarians, Finns and other races of 
that class. The Anglo-Saxon, the Ger- 
man or the Scandinavian, when he comes 
to the New World, is unwilling aB a rule 
to engage in cerLain classes of labor. It 
will be so in British Columbia. There 
is a class of labor that the better cIbbs of 
settlers will not engage in. Those who 
come hero from Great Britain, Germany 
or the Scandinavian peninsula are 
as a rule energetic, ambitious 
and desirous of doing something 
above the lowest grado of labor, which 
must therefore be done by Chinese or 
aome of the inferior European races. 
We think the growth of British Colum- 
bia will furnish employment to such 
Chinese aB aro now in the country, and 
that their interferenceVith white labor 
will after a time be more nominal than 
real. It is certainly desirable, we think, 
that some restriction ahould be put upon 
the influx of Chinese coolie labor. 

With the Japanese the case ia differ- 
ent. They aro not likely to become a 
menace to white labor. They are com- 
petitors with white people, it ia true, 
but more in the sense that Scandinavian 
are competitors with native-born Cana 
dians. The Japanese laboror in Canada 
is likely to become a Canadian. He 
certainly will not do as the Chinese do- 
simply exist hereon what he can im 
port from his home country, and save 
all his money to send away. Japanese 
competition in the labor market iB 
doubtless a serious thing, but if this is 
the price of the development of our com- 
mercial relations with Japan, it iB 
a question well worthy of discus- 
sion, whether the balance of ad- 
vantage might not be with Cana- 
dians. At least the matter is no 
one that can be settled oil-hand. For 
ourselves, we do not claim to have arriv 
ed at any hard aud fast conclusion, 
or to have done anything more than 
learned to appreciate the great import- 
ance and variety of the considerations 
involved. 

There is a Bpecies of demagoguiEm 
which fears to deal with questions of 
this nature frankly, lest the opposition 
of the working men shall be aroused. 
From a somewhat extensive knowledge 
of the views of working men, we have 
formed a very different idea of their senee 
of justice and broadness of view. We 
have, indeed, found as great liberality 
combined with as wise a conservatism in 
what is usually called "the ranks 
of labor'' as anywhere else; and it ia 
our intention to discuss all questions af- 
fecting the labor market with the utmost 
frankness and fearlessness, believing that 
to be the only true way of gaining and 
maintaining the respect of the cominun 
ity at large.

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without one word of discussion so far as 
the Japanese were concerned. Two or 
three years ago the Imperial government 
set the world an example, which has 
been widely followed, by extending to 
Japan the full recognition accorded to 
civilized nations. Since the war with 
China the island empire of the Orient 
has made remarkable strides. It is as- 
suming a position in connection with the 
certain development of commerce on the 
Pacific ocean, which wo cannot afford to 
ignore. Japan is likely to offer us a 
market for vast quantities of our pro- 
ducts. Already one Japanese line of 
steamships is finding a lucrative busi- 
ness from Seattle, while another is Eeel»- 
ing a terminus in California. The de- 
mand in that country for American pro- 
ducts is steadily growing, and no one 
can fix the dimensions which 
it may assume. We can hardly 
think that the promoteis of oxcliifjive 
legislation can have given these matters 
much consideration. Certainly if they 
did, they gave no evidence of it when 
the matter came up in the house. And 
yet it is important, probably very 
much more impbrtant than most of us 
appreciate at the present time. 

Concerning the influx of Chinese there 
is very little difference of opinion. It is 
npt desirable that there should be any 
increase of Chiueso immigration. As 
population grows the Chinese now in 
the Province will probably find employ- 
ment without interfering materially with 
the white population, There are certain 
kinds of work which it is very difficult 
to get English-speaking pcoplo to do in

Thomas Buckley has, it is said, been in 
the Cassiar country for upwards of 20 
years and has not for the past 17 years 
been any particular distance from home. 
He was an Irishman, 50 years of age, 
while Rawlinson was a younger man, 
about 30 years old, having left Vancou- 
ver on a prospecting trip a little over a 
year ago. He is thought to have a bro- 
ther living in the Northwest, where the 
deceased for a time followed up the fur 
trading business. The loss of the store 
is in the neighborhood of $3,000. 

Mr. Calbreath reports that a very small 
number of men are now in Cassiar, and 
that miners there are barely making a 
living. He thinks that there is still 
hope for Ben Wrede, of Vancouver, over 
whose safety there has been uneasiness, 
and that the missing man in making his 
way to the coast has found shelter among 
the Indians. On his way down to Vic- 
toria Mr. Caldbreath saw the Willapa, 
and is of the opinion that she can be 
saved. " Why shouldn't she," said he 
in conversation yesterday, "the vessel 
did not strike hard, and so far as I can 
see is resting easily. She is a fine ves- 
sel and worth the effort to save her." 

The Alaskan papers devote consider- 
able space to accidents that have of late 
been occurring to shipping. After leav- 
ing Douglas City for Dyer the little 
steamer Yukon, with twelve passengers 
aboard, got caught in a storm. 
Her machinery broke down and she 
drifted helplessly among breakers. In- 
stead of striking a rock, as waB expected, 
she fortunately went ashore on a smooth 
place, where all were hurriedly landed. 
Several other accidents are reported, in- 
cluding the total loss of the schooner 
Seagull on Shelter Island and the burn- 
ing of the schooner Barnoff at Wrangel 
on the 12th of last month. TheAl-ki, 
which was due on the Sound several 
days ago, had been detained a week at 
Juneau through stress of weather. 

The Alaskan Searchlight publishes the 
following letter from W. F. Cornell, 
dated Fort Cudahy, Jan. 15, 1897: 

" As to the richness of the Clondyke 
region I had intended to say nothing, 
but I know the facts will not be con- 
cealed by others, and I may as well tell 
you that in my 42 years' experience on 
the Pacific coast so much gold has never 
been found in the same extent of coun- 
try. In fact you may believe anything 
you hear; it can hardly be exaggerated. 

"I have concluded that we may as 
well have a rush here the coming season 
as at any future time. When a few 
hundred, or thousand, men have found 
that food that will support life in one 
man for seven months in an Arctic 
winter will not keep four or five from 
starvation, aad these few hundred or 
thousand have been put away under the 
ice and snow, the world will havu a les- 
son which will probably be oi benefit to 
the wise thereafter."

Col. W. M. Ridpath, one of the direc- 
tors of the Le Roi Mining Company, has 
been on the Sound for the past few days 
in the interest of the company. Every- 
body over there is anxious to learn the 
latest news from the mining country, 
and the colonel has been kept busy tell- 
ing people all about the Le Roi and the 
other good mines of the Kootenay. One 
statement that Colonel Ridpath makes 
is very significantas having an important 
bearing on the future of the camp. The 
colonei says : 

" We expect to very soon build a 
smelter of our own to handle the output 
of the Le Roi and it is likely that we will 
locate it at Northport. The proposition 
has not yet come before the board of 
directors, but has been talked amone 
the stockholders. lain quite sure this 
will result within a short time. The 
s uelter we expect to build will probably 
h tve a capacity of 350 tons a day, which 
will be sufficient to handle all the ore 
fr jin our mine.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Expenditure ami Management of the Revenue and Money 
Belonging to the Corporation. 

The Municipal Council of the Corporation of the City of Victoriu enacts as follows:— 
Sec. I, It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time the amounts which 

become necessary for the services mentioned in the .Statement lettered A in the Schedule 

hereto annexed. 

Sec, '2. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time such sums of 
money as are named as being payable to the representatives of the Corporation men- 
tioned in the Statement lettered B in the Schedule hereto annexed: Provided, That the 
sums in each case so paid during the year do not exceed in the aggregate the total sums 
of money therein stated, and that the Auditor has certified to the correctness of the 
amount payable by initialing the total sum of the voucher. 

Sec. :;. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay to each oflicer of the Corporation a 
sum of money not exceeding each month the sum mentioned as allowable to each said 
oflicer, as per detailed Statement lettered C, and vote numbered 69, Statement .1 in the 
Schedule hereto annexed: Provided, That the sum paid for each month's service is not 
in excess of the monthly sum named m the said statements (unless the Council of the 
Corporation otherwise authorise) and provided that before making the payment the 
Auditor has certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total 
sum of the account. 

Sec. 4. It shall be lawful to pay such suais of money r .m may bo authorised from time 
to time by resolution of the Council of the Corporation us are set forth in recommended 
requisitions, and for which warrants have been authorised by the Council to be issued 
for the services mentioned in the statements lettered I), E, K, II, and Votes numbered 
US to SO, both inclusive, and Voles numbered 53 to 50, both inclusive, in Statement let- 
tered G, and Votes numbered 00 to 0?, both inclusive, in Statement lettered J in the 
Schedule hereto annexed : Provided, That before making the payment the Auditor has 
certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the 
account, and that the Council has authorised the payment, and that the sums paid and 



authorised are not in each case in the aggregate in excess of the sums named in the 
above votes and statements. 

Sec. 5. Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding section of this by-law, 
it shall be lawful to make the following payments prior to obtaining the authority from 
the Council by resolution or by issuance of a warrant: — 

(a) To any person who has been employed by order of or for the services oonnected 
■With cither Vote 19, Statement I), or Vote 37, Statement F, or Vote 01 or 03, Statement 
J, or whose services are payable out of any moneys obtained by issue of debentures for a 
special purpose, and who has been discharged, or who has left the employ of the Corpo- 
ration: Provided, That the Water Commissioner, or the foreman, has certified to the 
correctness of the payment on account of Vote numbered 19, Statement D, or that the 
City Engineer has certified to the correctness of the payment on account of Vote num- 
bered 37, Statement F, or the Sanitary Inspector has certified to. the correctness of tho 
payment on account of Votes numbered 01 to 03, Statement J, or the oflicer in charge of 
the works has certified to the correctness of the payment out of moneys obtained by 
the issue of debentures for a special purpose, and that the Auditor in each case has cer- 
tified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the account, 
hut the Committee on Finance (if such exist) is to report all such payments as soon as 
possible thereafter to the Council. 

Sec. G. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay such sums of money for the services 
named in Votes numbered 51 or 52, Statement G, as the Mayor may direct: Provided, 
That the sums paid are not in the aggregate in excess of the sum hereby appropriated 
by tho Council for the service, and the Auditor has marked his initials against the total 
amount of the voucher to certify to the same. 

Sec. 7. All requisitions for authority from tho Council to incur a pecuniary liability, 
or to make an application for or a payment of money, or for the issuance of a warrant to 
authorise the payment of a sum of money, are first to receive an endorsement from the 
Auditor that the funds are or will be on hand and are unappropriated and are available 
to meet the proposed expenditure out of the Municipal Revenue for the then current 
year, or out of money obtained under authority of sub-section 148 of section 50 of the 
• ' Municipal Clauses Act, 1890,'' or out of money obtained by the issue of debentures for 
the purpose applied for, and are to receive the recommendation of" the Mayor, and are 
to have the approval of at least two of the members of the Standing Committee on 
Finance by their endorsement thereon before being considered by the Council. All 
checks drawn on a bank for payment of funds belonging to the Corporation are to be 
signed by the Treasurer and by the Auditor and countersigned by the Mayor of the City 
before payment. 

Sec. 8. All payments made out of the Municipal Revenue for the current year, or out 
of moneys obtained under authority of the "Annual Loan By-Law, 1897," are hereby 
ratified and confirmed. 

Sec. 9. The oflicer styled the Auditor or the Treasurer shall mean and include any 
person acting in either of those capacities, with the sanction and by the authority of the 
Municipal Council. 

Sec. 10. This by-law maybe cited as the "Expenditure By-Law, 1897." 

Passed the Municipal Council the 15th day of March, 1S97.

the increased value of the land had not 
been in any way dependent upon the 
action of the Indians, indeed it 
had been in . spite of them. It 
would be manifestly unfair and 
unjuBt to thejcitizens of Victoria, and in 
fact to the people of the province, if the 
value of those lands as it at present 
stood was handed over to the Indians. 
Therefore he was sure the government 
were exceedingly obliged to the lion 
gentleman for bringing this matter up 
again, and he hoped there would be a 
unanimous vote, so that the rights of 
the province might be pressed upon the 
Dominion government. (Cheers.) 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Williams asked the Minister of 
Finance: 

(a) What was the date of the last audit 
of the books of the Land Registry office, 
Victoria? 

(b) What amount of fees, etc., was then 
outstanding? 

(c) Give names of persons indebted to 
t he Land Registry office, Victoria, on the 
1st of January, 1897, and amounts due 
from each person. 

Hon. Mr. Turner replied as follows : 
(a) No written report of the lust inspec- 
tion having been made, the date cannot 
be referred to. (b) On the 15th Febru- 
ary, 1897, the amount of fees outstanding 
was given at $4,538.39. (c) Statement 
with list of names shows amount due on 
31st December, 1897, $3,902.31, payments, 
on account of which since that date 
have amounted to $1,473.30. 

Mr. "Williams asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works: 

1. Has the Columbian and Western 
Railway Company filed with the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works a map 
or plan, incompliance with section 2 of 
"Columbia and Western Railway Sub- 
sidy Acd, 1890"? 

2. Have any lands been reserved from 
pre-emption under provisions of last 
recited act?

Dr. Walkem asked the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works the following 
questions : 

1. Has any promise been made to the 
company, or its representatives, who are 
engaged in dyking the Pitt River 
Meadows, for any assistance? 

L\ If so, what are the particulars of the 
assistance aBked for? 

There were four other questions on the 
notice paper relating to the matter which 
he did not put. 

Hon. Mr. Martin said his reply would 
apply to all the questions, so that the 
lion, member might just as well have 
asked them. He had to inform him that 
it waB not advisable in the public inter- 
est to reply to these questions at the 
present time. 

The Lunacy Bill was read a third time 
and passed, and 

The house went into committee on the 
Water Bill, Dr. Walkem in the chair. 
The clauses remaining unpasaed were 
put through, aud then the clauses speci- 
ally laid over were considered. Both 
Hon. Mr. Fberts and Mr. Sword had 
amendments on the paper to clause 147, 
altering the rules whereuuder municipal- 
ities might purchase works. The mat- 
ter was being discussed when the coin- 
liiittee rose at 5:30 and reported pro- 
gress. 

Mr. Speaker has drawn the following 
as to the rights and privileges of parlia- 
ment: 

"I have carefully compiled from re- 
cognized constitutional authorities the 
passages which seem to bear directly 
upon the right of the House of Commons 
of recognition by the crown, through 
their Speaker, in all matters affecting 
the assembling and proroguing of par- 
liament and the royal assent to bills. 
It wili be seen that the privileges of the 
Commons are secured by custom and 
practice, which having been carefully ob- 
served for many years, have become 
the " unwritten law " of the land. The 
practice of the Canadian parliament is 
essentially the same as that of the British 
parliament, and no bill is ever assented 
to except in the presence of the com- 
mons and the speaker: nor are the 
governor-general's desire made known 
at the opening of a new parliament until 
after the choice of a speaker has been 
announced and the choice approved. 
(See Bourinot.) 

"The custom and practice of this 
parliament vary from that of the British 
and Canadian parliaments only in so far 
as they are affected by the existence of 
but one chamber here. As there is no 
'ipper chamber in British Columbia, the 
lieutenant-governor, when his arrival at 
the house to open or prorogue parlia- 
ment, or to assent to bills, has been an- 
nounced, is conducted to the throne by 
the sergeant-at-arms bearing the mace, 
and the speaker, who has previously 
called the house to order by taking the 
chair, vacates the chair as the lieuten- 
ant-governor approaches the throne. The 
chair is then taken by the lieutenant- 
governor, and the royal assent signi- 
lied. The lieutenant-governor, pre- 
ceded by the mace, then retires. 
The mace is returned to the cushion in 
front of the chair, the speaker resumes 
his seat, and the house proceeds to the 
transaction of business. (See Journals

" It may not be inappropriate here to 
quote from a late copy of the Loudon 
Times in support of the practice of the 
British Columbia house : 'The Gentle- 
man Usher of the Black Rod, Gen. Sir 
M. Biddulph, requested the attendance 
of the house in the HouBe of Lords to 
hear the royal assent given to a bill 
paBsed by both houses. The speaker, 
attended by Beveral honorable members, 
proceeded to the House of Lords, and on 
his return announced that the royal as- 
sent had been given to the local covern- 
ment (Flections) bill.' (London Times 
Parliamentary Report, Feb. 17, 1897.)" 
The compiled passages referred to 
above all appear in many cases too 
lengthy to be given here. 
The Speaker left the chair at o'clock. 

After Recess. 

The Speaker resumed the chair at 
8:15. The house immediately went into 
committee again on the water bill and 
discussed Mr. Sword's amendment to 
clause 47 regarding the expropriation of 
water companies' works by municipali- 
ties. That amendment after long dis- 
cussion was amended to read as follows : 
47. Where a company has been duly 
incorporated under and in compliance 
with the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tions of this act, for the supplying of any 
municipality with a waterworks system, 
and has acquired a source of Biipply, by 
record or otherwise, and constructed in 
whole or in part a waterworks system 
such municipality may, on giving twelve 
months' notice, in writing, to the com- 
pany, acquire the source of water supply 
and all the records of the company and 
the waterworks system, and all 
ands and works connected with 
and appertaining thereto, whether with- 
in or without the limits of the munici- 
pality, on payment therefor to the com- 
pany of the value of such waterworks 
syBtom, lands and works (without any 
reference to or payment for the valuo oi 
the said records, except the actual cost 
thereof, if any, to the company) to be 
ascertained in manner hsreinafter pro- 
vided, for the ascertainment of the value 
of lands upon expropriation, with the 
following additions thereto : 

If the waterworks system has been 
in operation less than live years, a thirty 
per cent, bonus upon such value: 

If in operation more than five and 
less than ten years, a twenty-five per 
cent, bonus : 

If in operation more than ten and less 
than fifteen vears, a twenty per cent, 
bonus: 

If in operation more than fifteen and 
ess than twenty yearB, a fifteen per 
cent, bonus : 

If in operation twenty years or more, 
a ten per cent, bonus. 

Provided, however, that should the 
municipality desire to exercise its right 
of expropriation before the expiry of 
ten years from the date of the formation 
the company, the company may 
claim, in lieu of payment of the actual 
value of their works and bonus of 25 
per cent, additional, as above provided, 
repayment of the amount actually ex- 
pended in construction aud preliminary 
expenses, and such sum as, after taking 
into account all revenues received and 
all reasonable expenditure on account of 
working expenses and maintenance, will 
amount to 10 per cent, per annum on 
such amounts. 

3. In estimating the value of such 
waterworks lands and works, the arbi- 
trators Bhall take as the basis of their 
valuation the amount which would be 
required to construct such works at the 
date of the arbitration, and the condi- 
tion in which the works are, and shall 
not allow anything for the value of the 
franchise. 

Clause 5S, which refers to unincorporat- 
edjlocalities, was amended in practically 
the same way as 47. A few other amend- 
ments to different clauses were also 
made. Ultimately the clauses were all 
adopted, but as when the bill is report- 
ed more amendments are expected, the 
committee rose and reported progress 
and asked leave to sit again. 

The report on the Vancouver, Victoria 
& Eastern Railway and Navigation Co. 
bill was adopted, aud the third reading 
set down for to-morrow. 

Tne house then went into committee 
to consider the Vancouver-Nanaimo 
Railway Transfer hill, Mr. Forsterin the 
chair. Twenty-four out of the twenty- 
live clauses were carried, and the com- 
mittee rose and reported progresa and 
asked leave to sit again. 

The house adjourned at 10:35 p.m.

S. D. Tops, superintendent 
of education, wrote enclosing u certified 
voucher for $4,691.35, beiug the propor- 
tion of the government education grant, 
while W. Walker informed the uluer- 
naen that the electric light mast on 
School Btreet suffered by last Thursday 's 
gale and now hung in a dangerous con- 
dition. This led the Mayor to 
state with satisfaction that it 
•••emarkable what little dam- 
age -Tas done by the wind Btorrn 
considering how very severe it was. The 
first letter will be acknowledged by the 
clePk, wlwCe the latter was referred to 
Lhe electric light committee. 

Next came a very pertinent request 
affecting the growing army of cyclists 
from|}lienry Fittere, who applied for 
permiseion to place bicycle racks in 
different parts of the city on the edge of 
the sidewalks, to occitpy two iind a half 
feet and to give room to three wheels. 

Aid. 1'u.tridgo desired his colleagues to 
nolet-lmt the racks would not form per- 
manent obstructioua as they would be 
removed in the evening. He pointed 
out that shopkeepers as well kS cyclists 
would consider the racks a convenience. 
The street committee will report on the 
request. 

William Selover's smelter scheme 
then engaged attention, the following

We ask your honorable body for a sub- 
sidy of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars ($150,000) in cash ori«4 percent, 
city debentures, to locale this plant in or 
near your city. The amount asked for 
is not large when the benefits that would 
be derived from such works are taken in- 
to consideration . We are prepared to 
pay our share of the municipal taxes and 
water rates, a"'! with the increased value 
of the assessable property, made bo by 
our locating here, the bontiH would be 
returned to the city in the form of in- 
creased taxes in lesB than thirty years. 
Further, hundreds of men will be 
employed dir.'.»;tl> and indirectly in con- 
nection with these works. We will put 
up in bonds the sum of $10,000 in some 
hank in your city that we will carry out 
our agreement in good faith if granted 
the subsidy asked lor.

The council then pawed o a to deal L B hed at Bella Bella, and as it is mostly 
with reports. The first ol these ivas 
from the water commissioner and t'.ealt 
with the matter of cutting oil' tho water 
from Montoti's cabins, thereby blocking 
the sewers. Tho report stated that the 
connecting pipe had r.ott-ed away, allow- 
ing the water to flood the adjoining pre- 
mises, and couiplavut had been made of 
the matter. Thij had necessitated tho 
turning oil' of the supply. 

The report was ret'eried '.lack to the 
committee for further information, and 
the council then considered a recom- 
mendation from the water eorcmissioner 
that $1,150 worth of water meters be pur- 
chased in order that more might be put 
in service in Chinatown. Tbo report 
also advised that tenders be called for 
the supply of certain other supplies. 
The matter was deferred for a week. 

A petition was received from Redon & 
Hartnagle and others in connection with 
the city library, and asking that a by- 
law be introduced to increase the muni- 
cipal expenditure to the amount of $2,600 
per annum. 

Aid. Vigelius thought tho money 
might be better spent on the streets in- 
stead of on books, while Aid. Wilson 
Baid that the library was a boon to tho 
workingman, and it was a shame that 
the institution was in such a dilapidated 
state. The petition was laid on the 
table, and the library matter came up 
again laterin the evening. 

The streets committee stated that they 
had awarded the lender for lumber for 
the present year to the Shawnigan 
Like Lumber Com pan v at $i).75 per 
1,000 for rough, and $7 per 1,000 for 
dressed; also that Messrs. P. McQuade 
& Son hatl been awarded the contract for 
nails. 

Aid. Wilson thought that as tho Say- 
ward Mill Company was a local affair 
and paid taxes into the city treasury 
that the contract should have been 
awarded to them. In addition tho mill 
was close at hand and no delay was ex- 
perienced in getting supplies as had 
happened in some other cases. At the 
small difference the local mill should 
have had the preference. 

Aid. Kinsman pointed out that the in- 
structions were to award the contract to 
the lowest tenderer. It was too late 
now to make a change. 

The streets committee also recom- 
mended that certain work on the Gorge 
road, First street and several other streets 
be carried out, and that a drain asked 
for by Mr. Tiarks on Pemberton Btreet 
be made, provided the owner carry it 
across lot No. 5. A street sweeper was 
recommended to be purchased in Chi- 
cago at a cost of $300 f.o.b. The report 
wi.s received with the exception of that 
referring to the works on the Gorge road 
which matter was laid over for one 
week. 

Tenders for electric carbons were re- 
ferred to the electric light committee to 
report. 

This business concluded, Aid. Mc- 
Candless brought in his by-law to 
authorize the council to increase the ap- 
propriation set apart for the library. 
This by-law provides for an expenditure 
of $2,o00 annually and for an assistant 
libra rian. 

The by-law was put through all its 
stages and passed and the Schools Loan 
by-law lf>'.)7 was also passed. Wednesday 
the 14th April was fixed as the date on 
which the vote will be taken on the two 
by-laws. Mr. Northcott was appointed 
returning officer. 

The council adjourned at 10:30p.m.

Board ol Trade Council Discusses the Vexed 
Question. 

A meeting of the council of the British 
Columbia Hoard of Trade was held yes- 
terday afternoon with President 1). R. 
Ker in the chair and Messrs. Kirk, 
Kutcher, Templeman, Pear Be, Pierson, 
Hall, Todd and the Secretary present. 
After routine business Mr. Templeman, 
chairman of the special smelter commit- 
tee, reported progress and asked for 
further time, which was granted. Let- 
ters from the postal and trade and com- 
merce departments acknowledging the 
receipt of communications from the 
board were received and ordered to be 
filed. A long discussion then proceeded 
regarding salmon traps at Boundary hay . 
From information before the council | 
it appears that only two traps have 
been licensed this year by the 
Dominion government and that further 
applications for similar traps have been 
refused. Some members present object- 
ed to any traps, but after a reference to 
a plan which eiiowed the traps sot in 
United States waters in tho hay and at 
Point Roberts, it was seen that British 
Columbia dinners would be operating to 
a disadvantage if the privileges sought 
were withheld, and the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : " That in the opinion 
of the British Columbia Board/of Trade 
it iB undesirable that the government 
should withdraw permission to operate 
traps in Boundary bay so long as Ameri- 
can traps are operated at Point Koberts." 



miners' supplies it will in all probability 
be taken on with tho passengers to 
AlaBka. It iB stated that the insurance 
had been renewed on the veesel belore 
she lied sailed from tho .Sound, and that 
her loss to her owners will inconsequence 
be not so great. One of her passengers, 
a Rev. Mr. Duncan, who conducts a 
mission at Matlakatla, relates a remark- 
able coincidence in connection with the 
wreck. Fifteen years ago while making 
the same voyage on the Hudson Bay 
Co.'s steamer Otto that vessel was 
wrecked in almost the identical place 
that tho Willapa struck, and he had 
aboard then, as on this occasion, a large 
quantity of supplies. The Danube 
brings fuller particulars of the Bteamer 
Dora's mishap than any yet received. 
The Dora, as previously stated, was on 
her way to Sitka when she struck. 
After the accident the water rushed into 
her engine room bo rapidly that, in spite 
of the efforts of those at her pumps, it 
soon put out her lireH. The water con- 
tinuing to gain headway in her hold, her 
boats were lowered, and after floating 
clear she managed to reach Port Simp- 
son in tow with the assistance of a jib. 
There Mr. D. A. Robertson succeeded in 
making temporary repairs, and when 
these were completed the vessel con- 
tinued her voyage north. After landing 
her height and passengers she will re- 
turn to the Sound for permanent repairs. 

RETURNS FROM THE COAST. 

Of all the steamers which have arrived 
during the past few days none had been 
more exposed to bad weather than the 
Tees, Capt. Roberts, which reached port 
from the WeBt Coast at 11 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, looking none tho worse 
for the heavy blows she experienced. 
She had been uptojCape Scott and land- 
ed there the Danish colonists and the 
livestock they took with them. The 
latter had to swim ashore, as no regular 
landing has yet been provided for vessels 
at that point, and the weather for the 
work was fortunately most favorable. 
After starting on the return trio, how- 
ever, the Tees enbountered the full fury 
of Thursday's and Friday's gales, which, 
aecordinc to some old Indians, were the 
worst tho CoaBt has seen in 
upwards of half a century. 
Along the Coast the Tees 
met comparatively few of the sealing 
fleet, and those which had been in port 
in tho majority of eases had something 
wrong aboard. The Triumph run into 
Heequoit and landed one of her crew 
who had been injured and wlw came 
down as a passenger on the Tees. He 
had his leg' crushed in an odd way 
aboard. A heavy sea broke over the 
schooner, filling a boat with water and 
at the same time lifting it clear of the 
deck. The sailor was washed under- 
neath receiving the full weight of the 
boat when it fell to the deck again. The 
Penelope was in Kyuquot on Friday last 
to get two canoes to replace a similar 
number lost, hut which had afterwards 
turned up atNeah Bay with their crews 
safe. She reported a catch of only IS 
skins. The Otto, which visited the 
same, port had her rigging car- 
ried away and a catch of only 
nine skins. The San Diego, still an- 
anothei arrival at the same port, had 
lour of her canoes smashed, and the Ari- 
etas is reported to have secured only one 
skin and to have had three o( her canoes 
broken. The Zillah May, which had 
trouble in getting her Indian crew, left 
Quatsino for sea some days before the 
Tees' arrival there. Among other ves- 
sels heard from were the Sapphire and 
Beatrice, which had been in to Kyuquot, 
the former with 2S skins. The Tees' 
pasBcngers were: C. Baker, A. Thomp- 
son, H. Deitz, K. G. Walker, J. Ross, L. 
Eddie, II. Fraser, J. C. Anderson, Kev. 
Mr. Taylor, J. Thompson, Thomas Tng- 
well, J. Scott, R. Pin ker ton, W. 'finite- 
ly, W. MoOurraeh, G. Logan, W. Lom- 
bard, R.tiWalton, F. Crompton, and J. 
C. Cobbledick. The last mentioned is a 
mining engineer who went down the 
coast to survey off some mineral claims. 
He found too much snow on the ground 
to accomplish much work and returned 
home to await a more favorable 
opportunity. J. Roes visited Nootka in 
tho hopes of securing an Indian crew for 
the schooner Saucy Lubs, now in port, 
but returned disappointed, the Indians 
having refused to enter into any agree- 
ment until they Baw the schooner down 
the coast. Thomas Tugwell had done 
some prospecting work about Alherni. 
J. C. Anderson, who has also been pros- 
pecting, comes from Secchart.
